The bronze tablet,” replicas of 
which will be placed at the principal 
iailway centres in each province of 
(ainada, and also in London, Liver- 
pool and the Orient, has been de- 
s.czned by Mr. Archibald Pearce, of 
the Chief Engineer's Department of 
the company, and is being engraved 
af Worcestershire, England, by the 
Bromsgrove Guild and Applied Arts.

P.R. Stations at Windsor Street, 
Montreal and at Winnipeg, is the 
work of Coeur de Lion MacCarthy, 
the well known Montreal scu:ptor, In 
piajestic and impressive allegory, it 
represents the uplifting of the soul 
ot a hero from the battle lines to
